DECORATION DAY, 
AND ITS OBSERVANCE. 

Decoration Day, 1876, was observed with as 
much patriotic devotion to the memories of the 
fallen brave as any of its predecesgors. It was 
made a sort of holiday, and multitudes of 
people, combining patriotism with a longing for 
a sniff of country air, took the early trains and 
came in on the late ones. The beautiful sky, 
the occasional breezes, the fresh, enlivening ap- 
pearance of everything im the country, added 
much to this happy mixture of patriotism and 
enjoyment. The exercises at the various ceme- 
teries were for the greater part as nuosten- 
tatious as possible, the desire being to re- 
lieve the celebration of the excessively 
formal character it has sometimes had. While there 


were perhaps fewer and shorter addresses than on 
previous anniversaries, no one will believe that 
there was any less sincerity. The trains were 
crowded all day long, while visitors fortunate 
enough to proceed by easier and more comfortable 
modes of locomotion took carriages to the various 
cemeteries. The combined attendance was equal 
to that of any previous year, if it did not in fact 
exceed it. The early adjournment of the Board of 
Trade and the partial closifig of many business 
houses increased the number of pleasure-seekers, 
and tue city wore a holiday appearance as well as 
the suburb.

ROSEHILL. 
A GENERAL OUTPOURING. 

Ten thousand people gathered at Rosehill. 
Trains on the Northwestern were jammed, and 
the drives to the cemetery were crowded. 
People came from all directions, and at noon 
the immense assemblage was scattered through 
the beautiful grounds. The graves had been 
decorated early in the morning, and when the 
multitudes arrived the mounds under which 
the soldiers lie were covered with flowers. Great 
flags were draped around the monuments, or 
were stretched across the entrances to the plats. 
Along the copings around the grave-iuclosures 
were twining streamers and immortelles. From 
the battlemented entrance the cemetery looked 
like ahuge hot-house. The sunken mounds, 
over which the grass had been carefully trim- 
med, were raised with floral offerings until 
each was a bank of fragrance. Here and there 
between them litle flags blended their colors 
with the rose, the violet, and the immortelle. 
The soldiers’ monument was wrapped in a 
smoke-stained, battle-worn flag, and the shaft 


to the southwest was a fountain of slender 
streamers, under whose shadows fluttered 
smaller flags, waving over wreaths of roses. 

The portion of the cemetery devoted to the 
burial of the dead soldiers is near the entrance. 
Scattered through the grounds are isolated 

raves, but the main part lics to the north. 

‘he plats are plainly laid out, but tenderly cared 
for. Southof themonument the stand had been 
erected, covered with flags. At the apex in front 
was a huge eagle, under its talons the tri-colored 
shield, bearing In memoriam” in black. Front- 
ing the speakers’ rail was a sea of flowers, and on 
its perfumed surface sailed a tiny ship, in exotics. 
In decorating perhaps the aspect was a little uni- 
form. A wreath rested on each ve made after 
the same pattern. These were relieved occasion- 
ally by handfuls of loose and broken flowers, but 
the appearance of stiffness 1 Apart from 
this, the labor was tastefully done, and, as it was, 
the effect produced a peculiar sensation upon the 
hosts, half of pleasure to the eye and half pain in 
the recollections it quickened. 

THE HEAT. 

The sun poured down mercilessly, and the flow- 
ers gasped for water. In the ways and along 
the paths there was no protection. A few trees 
spread a little shelter around the stand, and hun- 
dreds of umbrellas did the rest. Before the open- 
ing of the exercises the visitors sauntered avout 
the grounds. Some had come for the holiday, but 
there was many a mourning garb in the throng, and 
many a pale and saddened face. After marching 
slowly around the war maps near the entrance, the 
crowds separated into knots and visited the graves 
further on. Tender hands bad decorated these. 
Harps with fragrant strings, boats with perfumed 
sails, and crosses wet with the dews of weepin 
eyes were scattered over them. A soft, low win 
crept through the leaves of the trees, more a sigh 
than a breeze, and the flowers raised their breath 
to meet it, and it came laden with all the sweetness 
of the leaves and petals. : 

Four companies of the First Regiment were on 
the ground. Company A was commanded by 
Capt. H. S. Crosby, Company B“ by Capt. J. 
M. Dewitt, Company D by Capt. A. I. Gold- 
smith, and Compauyß F by Capt. Lang. Ran- 
som, Thomas, and Evanston Posts of the Grand 
Army of the Republic ledin the exercises. Ata 
little before 12 o'clock the roll of muſled drums 
was heard, and the head of the column wound 
slowly around the pathway, past the graves and 
the flowers, past the towering monuments and the 
fluttering flags. Halting, the military presented 
arms as the Post of the Grand Army passed, and 
then, following, took up their line before the stand. 
The signal brought the stragglers from all direc- 
tions. Quietly and orderly they ranged themselves, 
a vast sea of heads and faces, fringed by the tomb- 
stones and mounds that bounded the gathering. 

THE EXERCISES 
were interesting. On the stand were Lieut. -Gen. 
Sheridan, with his aids, Col. M. V. Sheridan and 
Col. J. A. Forsyth; Gov. Beveridge, Mr. Thatch- 
er, the Rev. Dr. Packard of Evanston, Dr. E. O. 
Swayne, Capt. Ludlow. Capt. Winne, the Rev.

THE REV. E. N. PACKARD 

was introduced, and spoke earnestly. ‘‘It isa 
grateful thing.“ said he, to gather here and 
setrew flewers upon the graves of friends fallen in 
dattle.“ He paid a glowing tribute to the results 
that followed the death of these men, and pictured 
the future of the Government and country for 
which they had laid down their lives. Gov. Bever- 
idge followed in a graceful and eloquent address, 
and Gen. Sheridan thanked the people for their 
tender regard for the memory of his old comrades. 
The Rev. Mr. Trusdell offered prayer, and after the 
closing exercises by the Grand Army, 10, 000 voices 
took up the Doxology. 

The ceremonies were over at 1:30, and the crowd 
ranged along the track waiting for the train, or 
finished their explorations of the cemetery. In 
one corner, the sonthwest, was a grave that had 
been unintentionally overlooked. It was the grave 
of a soldier, and close by stood an elderly woman 
in rather shabby black. By her side was a little 
girl with round eyes and tangled hair. Among so 
taany it was easy to forget one, but it — be 
hard to convince the old lady that her boy's grave 
should lie barren under the summer sun, with noth- 
ing from all that store of flowera to brighten it or 
show her it had been remembered.

OAKWOODS. 
UNVEILING THE SOLDIERS’ MONUMENT. 

At Oakwoods Cemetery the most interesting 
ceremonies of the day were expected to take 
place, and as a result thousands hied themselves 
to this beautiful city of the dead, where lie 
moldering the bones of so many brave veter- 
ans. The gathering, however, was made more 
interesting by the unveiling of a monument 
dedicated to The Soldiers of Llinois,’’ by the 
Managers of the Soldiers’ Home. The train 
which left the Illinois Central Depot at 12:10 yes- 
terday consisted of fourteen coaches, crowded 
in every part, so that hardly standing-room on 
a platform could be found. In this party was a 
portion of the First Regiment, which took part 
in the ceremonies. At every station this throng 
of humanity was added to, until the passengers 
were so crowded that convenient standing-room 


was considered a luxury. At 1:30 p.m. the 
train backed up at Oakwoods Cemet and 
soon after was relievedof its immense load of 


living freight. 
IN THE CEMETERY 
was formed Hilliard Post G. A. R., in command of 
Col. Foster, headed by Nevins & Dean’s Band. In 
the main road stood a huge truck upon which were 
seated thirty-eight young and elderly ‘*school- 
marms, representing the reunited States. The 
ladies were dressed in white, trimmed with the 
national colors. ‘The vehicle was drawn by eight 
spanking grays, upon which were seated 15-year- 
old boys, who acted as drivers, Prof. Murray had 
organized a chorus of 100 voices of children of the 
Englewood Normal School, and Miss Mack a choir 
of thirty females, which furnished music. 
THE PROCESSION 

was formed near the main entrance-gate as fol- 
lows: Nevins & Dean's Band; Whittier and 
Hilliard Posts, G. A. R.; detachment of First 
Regiment; civilians, etc. The crowd upon the 
round at this time must have been well on to 

„000, and was fast being ewelled to —— pro- 
portions by new arrivals. The procession marched 
tothe north section of the cemetery, where the 
soldiers’ graves are located, near which 

THE MONUMENT 

is placed. It is ~~ the figure of a Union sol- 
dier. 14 feet high, dressed in a fatigue uniform, 
standing ata parade rest upon a highly-polished 
pedestal. The monument is of the purest Amer- 
ican marble, cost $1,250, and is marked with 
the simple inscription, ‘‘In Memory of the 
Soldiers of Illinois.“ A free-will offering from 
the Soldiers’ Home fund to our fallen braves, it re- 
flecta great credit upon the ladies composing the 
Board of Directors of that institution. 

The arrangements for the ceremonies were most 
complete, but the Posts having in charge the build- 
ing of a platform put up an pncovered 7 by 9 affair 
in the most sun-exposed ion of the cemetery, 
where the speakers were cted to dilate bare- 
headed. Another grievou# error was placing the 
platform so that a beautiful rear-view of the monu- 
ment could be obtained immediately after it wae 
unveiled.

GRACELAND. 
THE GBRMAN CELEBRATION. 

The observance of the beautiful custom of 
strewing flowers over the graves of the heroes 
and showing gratitude for their services in be- 
half of the Republic was sincerely and becom- 
ingly impressive at Graceland Cemetery, which 
lies just beyond the northern city limits, and 
close to the lake shore. Early in the lovely May 
morning the Decorating Committees, com- 
posed of Clements Kirchner, Philip Enders, and 
Gustav Rocher, of the Twenty-fourth Illinois 
Volunteers; Gustav Keakke, George Edsall, 
and John Lenn, of Lyon Post, G. A. R.; and 
Commander Bohle, Charles Umdenstock, 
Charles Hottinger, and C. H. Hardwick, of 
Wyman Post, assembled at the cemetery, and, 
with wreaths of flowers, and evergreens, and 
shields, and small flags, decorated the resting 
places of ninety-two of the country’s defenders. 
Here and there among the many grand 
and lofty monuments which mark the lots 


of many of the best citizens of Chicago could be 
seen the handiwork of the Committees and the 
ladies,—many of the latter relatives and friends 
of the heroic dead. Loving and 4 — 
friends of both sexes were present from the begin- 
ning to add their mite to the proper observance of 


the occasion, and did not wait for the procession 
of veterans, who started about 10 @clock from the 
North-Side Tarner-Hallin omnibuses.

love for the brave boys who had spent 
their lives for the nation, and a 
just tribute to their memory. He said 


they had assembled for three great reasons: first, 
because it was a noble duty; second, to ponder 
over the sacred lesson which the day taught; and 
third, to exercise a wide charity. He dwelt at 
some length on these topics, and closed with a 
touching allusion to the memories brought forth by 


the day. 
OTHER ADDRESSES. 

After another sacred selection by Be band, Com. 
Arthur Erbe, a veteran of the Twefity-fourth IIli- 
nois Voiunteers, responded in behalf of his com- 
rades, anumber of whom were present. His re- 
marks were in German, and were expressive of the 
feeli which the occasion called forth from the 
survifing soldiers. 

Another dirge was Borne by the band, and 
then Capt. William Vocke, of Wyman Post, made 
an eloquent address on the gratitude which the 
nation owed its dead and living heroes, and re- 
viewed the history of the great struggle and its po- 
litical results and significance. 

About 1, 000 — — were around the platform, 
and listened attentively to the speaking. 

AFTER THE CEREMONIES 
were over the assemblage scattered over the ceme- 
tery to admire ita many beautiful and costly monu- 
ments and handsomely inclosed lots and massive 
vaults, and to pay special tribute to the nation's 
dead sons, some of whose graves bore neither mark 
norname. The Grand Army Posts and other vet- 
erans marched out of the cemetery in reversed 
order, to show their respect for their dead fellow- 


soldiers. 

Among the soldiers buried at Graceland are Gen.

of the navy. Capt. Peter P. Wood, Lieut. George 
McCagg, Kawa Russell, William Pitt Follansbee, 
Daniel R. Farnham, and James H. Betta, are

A HORRIBLE SLAUGHTER. 


Piracy and Murder on the South American 
Coast—Story of Survivors of the Caswell 
Mutiny. 


London Telegraph, May 14. 

The bark Caswell arrived in Cork harbor on Bat- 
urday morning, having on board the survivors of 
the mutiny which occurred on that vessel last Jan- 
uary, When off the Bolivian const, ed on her 
voyage to Cork with a cargo of nitré. She was 
commanded by Capt. George Edw, Best, of Lon- 
don, the crow consisting of the first mate, 
William Wilson, Second Mate, Allen Mclean, 
both natives of Glasvow, and eleven seamen, Five 
of these were foreigners, - namely, two Maltese 
named Pastorie, and three Greeks named BRaumbo, 
Morell, and Peno, the remainder, with the excep- 
tion of the Steward, who was a colored man, belng 
Hiritish seamen; dames Carrick, Dotheay; Peter 
MoGUregor, carpenter, Renton Dumbartonvehire ; 
John Dunne, Merit ‘Charles MeDonnell, Portree, 
Skye, apprentice; and Walter Ferguson, Glasgow, 
r oo. The following statement of the sur- 
vivors wae drawn up and signed by them: 

This ie to certify that we left Antiforosta on 
Jan. 1, bound for Queenstown, Things went on 
quietly till Tuesday morning, Jan. 4 On the 
Captaln's watch coming on deck,—Jo#eeph Pas- 
toric, George Peno, and John Dunne. being on 
the Captain's watch, and Christo Baumbo, Gas- 
— Pastorie, and James Carrick in the mate's, - 
store relieved the wheel, and George Peno 
was ordered to felleve James Carrick, who was 
rattling down the main rigging on the star- 
board side. The Captain came off the 
poop with a piece of marlin in his hand, and seem- 
ed to be showing him how he wanted it done, and 
having seized the rope fast, Peno sprang from the 
rail suddenly, drew his knife, and plunged it into 
the Captain's body several times with great vio- 
lence. Joseph Pastorie then let go the wheel, and 
shot the Captain through the head with a revolver 
twice. The mate, who was on duty forward, ran 
aft on seeing them kill the Captain, and while pass- 
ing the galley door Nicholas Moreliran out with a 
large knife used in cutting meatand plunged it into 
his heart. lle then threw the Entre overboard, 
Baumbo holding the mate against the rail. When 
Peno and Pastorie had finished the Captain they ran 
forward, and Peno plunged his knife into the mate 
as he lay on the deck, Pastorie shooting him fm the 
head, the mate crying for mercy. Then they ran 
afton the poop, where Joseph and Gasper were 
stationed with their revolvers, and Peno went 
aft and called the steward on deck, 
and on his coming out of the 
cabin he was shot through the head by Joseph Pas- 
torie, while Peno stabbed him with his knife, and 
Gasper Pastorie shot him in the head. The second 
mate ran aft in a great state of excitement, and on 
reaching the poop was stabbed in the back by 
Baumbo. Stephen tried to concesl himself in the 
cabin, and Joseph Pastore ordered him up imme- 
diately, or he would biow his brains out. He beg- 
ged hard for his life, but as he came on deck Pas- 
torie shot him in the arm. 

On the second mate again running forward they 
all left the poop, and chased him around the deck, 
fring their revolvers at him ashe ran. On his 
stopping he was shot thronvh the head by Pastorie, 
and repeatedly stabbed by leno. Nicholas, Peno, 
and Baumbo then shouted fos che carpenter, but not 
being able to findhim he was epared. A consultation 
was then held among themselves whether to kill aa 
all or not. Peno wanted to dg so immediately, but he 
was prevented by the Maltese, who wanted to go to 
menos Ayres, as Gasper’s wife and family were 
living there, and they wanted us to work the ship. 
Just then the carpenter came ont of the house on 
deck, where he had locked himself for safety, fully 
expecting to be killed. They hesitated a moment: 
then Pastorie made him go down on his knees 
in the bleed of the slain and swearto God that 
he would help them to the best of his abilities. 
We were next ordered to unlash a stream 
anchor, and bring it amidships... They then bent 
the bodies with a hitch around their feet, and threw 
them overboard, all made fast to the same anchor, 
there still being a little life in the Captain and 
second mate. ‘Lhe chief mate and steward were 
quite dead. They (the murderers) took full charge 
of the ship, tmmediately washed the blood off the 
decks. went aft, and dressed themselves in the 
deceased's clothes, and divided the fire- 
arms belonging to the sbip among them. 
Peno,. G. Pastorie, and Banmbo painted 
out the ship’s name, both fore and aft, and also 
the name Caswell“ on the boats. On inquiry 
they told us the ship was going to Valparaiso. The 
carpenter was ordered into the galley to cook for 
all — 2 On the Wednesday we sighted another 
vessel, and immediately tacked ship to get out of 
her way. We proceeded in thie manner, the five 
of them living in all the idulgence the 
ship could auord. About seven days after- 
ward they told us we were bound 
for the River Plate, and all wonld go ashore 
there except Nicholas, who said he was going to 
take the ship to England and get a medal for it, as 
he haddone nothing. On arriving at Cape Horn 
there was another dispute between the Grecks and 
the Maltese, the Greeks wanting to kill us there, 
sink the ship, and go ashore as shipwrecked sailors, 
but were again prevented by the two Maltese, 
who wanted to get to Buenos Ayres. At this 
timo the Maltese had got a little distant to the 
Greeks, and even began to warn us privately that 
Peno was determined to killusall. One afternoon, 


the galley,

defend himself with. , carpenter, being 
rather suspicions, „% No. Josenh 
avain asked him if he saw a man going to kill him, 
if he would defend himself.

Joseph cautioned him not to be foolish, saying, 
‘If you do not fight for your lives zou will 
certainly be kill d. asthe Greeks will not leave 
the ship until they have killed yon all, but, at the 
game time, you need not be afraid of me or my 
brot er. 1 
We at first understood that they were all going 
ashore at the River Plate, but, on arriving there, 
J. and G. Pastorie launched the lifeboat — 
loaded with their share of the plunder, and too 
their departure, telling us before they went that 
the reat ald they were going ashore at Cape Santa 
Marla, but they didn't know whether it was 
true or not, but we were to look out for 
ourselves, On Friday, March 5, they tried all 
they conld to ageravate ua nt dinner by throwing 
hot soup in our faces, o as they would have awood 
excuse for killing us, and, on Onding they could 
not succeed, Carrick and the rest went forward, 
leaving John Dunne on the 1 poop, the apprentice 
acdunald being at the wheel. 
W hen four belle „truck, Carrick went to the 
wheeland relleved Nicholge. Christo, who waa 
lying at his feet, suddenly jumped up, and 
avain went forward to see if the carpenter was 
asleep, but when he saw it was no une, the car- 
penter being awake, he came aft and lay down 
Aen. At 1d o'clock, it being Lenos watch on 
deck, Fergueon relieved “Carrick at the wheel, 
and as he went forward he was watched by the 
Greeks. At 2:80 a. m., Dunne being at the wheel, 
Ferguson at the break of the poop, the carpenter 
on the weather side, Peno came over to the carpen- 
ter. and took out hie knife, telling him to look out. 
The carpenter told Ferguson to look out for him- 
self and get armed, and — went forward to 
: ‘arrick and the other apprentice. 
An getting armed, they went aft and joined the 
fray. They succeded in conquering Peno, and 
then the carpenter, Carrick, and Dunne, after a 
severe strugule taking place, succeeded in getting 
the better of the other two, taking their knives an 
revolvers from them. Then we put Baumbo, who 
was only slightly wounded, in irons. 
Peno and Nichols suffered the conse- 
quences at daylight, and seeing that there 
was no use in trying to save them. they being 
quite dead. we jashed them in their hammocks, 
and committed them to the deep. Seeing that 
Baumbo was cut about the head and shoulders, 
we took his irons off and dressed his 
wounds to the best of our ability. On 
his getting better we again placed him in 
irons, everything possible having deen 
done forhim. He has now confessed to us ail 
their intentions and plans. ay were going to 
take the ship to Greece, killall of us, go ashore, 
and dixpose of everything belonging to the ship 
toa Greek merchant, then sink the ship, and 
make their escape. Peno wanted to kill the 
apprentices first; Nicholas and he wanted to kill 
the men first,—Carrick and the carpenter in par- 
ticular, as they were the moet afraid of them. He 
almost dally told the apprentices Ferguson and 
Macdonald that they would soon be al! the same us 
Capt. Best. Baumbo also told us that if the Cap- 
tain had put Peno in irons, a he threatened, he 
would have stabbed him 288 and all hands 
board would have been ed.

The Democrats in Congress will find it 
difficult to sustain their assertions that the 
testimony of Hamwry against Speaker Kerr 
is the result of a Republican conspiracy. 
All the circumstances connected with the in- 
vestigation tend to upset this theory. The 
fact is that Mr. Kerr has received from the 
Republican members of the Committee a 
degree of honorable and considerate treat- 
ment contrasting strongly with the stabs in 
the dark given -to nearly every Republican 
whose conduct has been under investigation. 
No testimony was permitted to be taken 
until Mr. Kerr and his counsel could be pres- 
ent, though the absence of two Democratic 


publicans in the majority for the time, and 
the evidence of Harner might have been 
mysteriously peddled out after the fashion 
of Democratic investigators. Nothing of 
the kind was permitted, but, on the con- 
trary, the Republicans almost without ex- 
ception have treated the matter fairly and 
dispassionately, earnestly hoping that Mr. 
Kerr may successfully and thoroughly re- 
fute the ternble accusation. If this consti- 
tutes a conspiracy, Mr. Kerr has reason to 
feel grateful to the conspirators. 


There have been rumors for some days 
that the Grand Jury, now about to close up 
its work, has evidence before it which war- 
rants the indictment of several members and 
some of the ex-members of the County 
Board of Commissioners for corrupt prac- 
tices and conspiring to defraud the public. 
These rumors having come to the ears of 
certain parties who have evidently reason to 
think they are among the number, we un- 
derstand that they have approached several 
Grand Jurors with perso appeals not to 
bring in the indictments. This is simply in- 
famous. Every man who has used personal 
influence with a Grand Juror to escape in- 
dictment has furnished a new rea- 
son why an indictment should be 
found against him. Every man who 
has done this has laid himself under 
a new suspicion. He has also attempted a 
new crime—that of persuading Grand Ju- 
rors to violate their oaths. It is a flagrant 
contempt of Court, for which these persons 
should be reported and punished. We have 
no idea that these attempts at suborning the 
Grand Jurors to forswear themselves will in- 
duce any of them to do so. On the contrary, 
every juror who has been approached in this 
matter will feel himself under additional 
obligation to vote for an indictment wher- 
ever the evidence warrants it. No member 
of the Grand Jury will care to rest under the 
suspicion that he bas yielded to outside in- 
fluence to violate his oath and his duty. 


THE DETHRONEMENT OF THE SULTAN. 

The important news comes from Turkey 
thata revolution has broken out in Con- 
stantinople, resulting in the dethroning of 
Aspvut-Azi, the Sultan. His successor, Mo- 
HAMMED Murad Errenpi, the presumptive 
heir, son of the last Sultan, Aspvui-Mzpsin, 


cession, which gives the throne to the oldest 
male member of the family of Oruman, 
sprung from the Imperial Harem, which is 
considered a permanent State institution. 
The late Sultan, who was second son of 
Manmovup II., was born Feb. 9, 1830, and is 
ten years older than his successor. He suc- 
ceeded to the throne June 25, 1861, and at 
the outset of his career promised to be a 
model ruler—for a Turk. He was lavish in 
the announcement of reforms he intended 
making, and made good his promises for a 
time by dismissing the corrupt Minister of 
Finance, reducing the civil list, abolishing 
the seraglio, declaring that he would not 
indulge in polygamy, and inaugurat- 
ing many measures in the interests 
of the public welfare. In order to 
avail himself of the benefit of European 
civilization he traveled through France, 
England, and Austria in 1867, and on his re- 
turn allowed foreigners to hold real estate, 
established public high schools and scien- 
tific institutions, and ordered the Supreme 
Court to draw up a civil cod@ Among the 
important political events of his career were 
the recognition of the independence of Italy, 
the negotiation of commercial treaties with 
England and France, the suppression of re- 
bellions in Montenegro and Crete, the sign- 
ing of the treaty deneutralizing the Black 
Sea, and the acknowledgment of the accession 
to the Roumanian throne of Prince Cnantxs 
of Hohenzollern. The promises of the earlier 
yearsof his reign, however, were not ful- 
filled. The seraglio was re-established. Cor- 
ruptions of every description crept into his 
administration. He squandered the money 
loaned Turkey by England to repair the 
losses occasioned by the Crimean 
War in the most reckless profligacy, 
and has reduced Turkey to bankruptcy. 
The crowning misery of his career has come 
in the uprising of the Sclavic Christians 
against long-continued misrule and tyranny, 
arbitrary and onerous taxation, unjust dis- 
criminations, and persecutions of the most 
cruel description. 

It is as yet somewhat premature to speeu- 
late upon the effects that this change will 
have upon the relations between the Turks 
and the Christians and between the Turks 
and the Great Powers. It is safe to assume 
that it will hardly result in mitigating the 
asperities of the Mussulmen to the Chris- 
tians, from a religious point of view. The 
late Sultan had always been distasteful to the 
orthodox Mussulmen, their hatred of him 
commencing when he made his European 
tour, and the Softas, a very powerful and 
fanatical sect, have for some time been plot- 
ting for his abdication and inciting the peo- 
ple to revolution. Politically, however, the 
English people seem to believe that the 
abdication isin the interests of peace, and 
on the London Stock Exchange Turkish 
securities are stronger and more active at a 
decided advance. Whether the change will 
lift the war-cloud remains to be seen, and it 
may lead to new and important complications, 

if the new Sultan should happen : 


especially 
to be under the domination of the Softas.” 


It is by no means an impossibility that the 
sudden change will not precipitate a crisis, 
but inasmuch as the old Sultan was hostile 
to the Berlin agreement, it is highly proba- 
ble that the new Sultan may favor it, in 
which case it becomes an open question 
whether the Turks will be able to carry out 
the reforms demanded by the Great Powers. 
The change does not alter the attitude of 
England, since the Great Powers will not 


abate their demands because a new Sultan is 


on the throne. The English Government 
was in accord with the late Sultan, since 
both had rejected the agreement. If the new 
Sultan shall accept it, England will be left 
impotently alone. A very few hours may 
show whether Murnap Errenp! is any more 
liberal or pacific than AnpvuL-Aziz. 


THE CASE AGAINST SPEAKER KERR. 

Speaker Kenn's statement before the 
Crrmzr Committee will disappoint all who 
had hoped he would promptly vindicate him- 
self against the serious charge, supported by 
direct testimony, that is brought against 
him. His statement is a general denial, but 
it does not cover the ground. It leaves too 
much unexplained, and requires too much 
explanation to be accepted as answering the 
testimony against him. To begin with, 
there is required considerable explanation of 
why Mr. Kerr did not recommend the 
appointment from his own district or 
State, instead of going to New York to find 
a young man upon whom to bestow it. At 
that time, when he was of the minority, it 
was the most valuable patronage controlled 
by Mr. Kern. The appointment is one that 
is always eagerly sought. Then (1866), just 
after the close of the War, doubtless there 
were not less than five hundred young men 
in Mr. Kerr's own district who, on being 
apprised there was a Lieutenancy to be 
filled, would have sharply competed for it. 
Many of them doubtless would have been 
commended by their own worth. Others, of 
course, would have brought strong political 
influence to bear to secure the appointment. 
Why did Mr. Kun ignore his own constitu- 
ents, to whom the appointment properly be- 
longed, and bestow it upon young GRzEn, of 
New York? 

Then there is disclosed, not by the testi- 
mony of Harney, but by the official records, 
an extraordinary solicitude on the part of 
Mr. Kerr to make sure of the commission 
in question for young Green. Mr. Kerr's 
original appointee, who was from In- 
diana, it seems failed to pass examination 
and was rejected. But when Mr. Kenr ap- 
pointed young Green, of New York, he pro- 
vided that youth with a letter, upon the 
strength of which he received his com- 
mission without examination by any 
Board,” as he himself testified. It must strike 
every one as strange that when his letters 
were so potent in this regard, Mr. Kun 
did not take the trouble to write one for his 
Indiana appointee, as he did for Green, of 
New York. Why was Mr. Kern's anxiety to 
secure the appointment of GREEN so much 
greater than to secure the appointment of a 
young man from his (Kerr’s) own district? 

Further, Green, who carefully avoids in- 
culpating Kerr, testifies that he paid Harney 
to procure the appointment; that Harney 
named Kerr as the man through whom it 
was to be obtained; and that, when Harney 
had been paid, Ker did procure it for GrrEn. 
Mr. Kerr testifies that he never knew Hun- 
NEY in his life, though Harney, being one of 
the Doorkeepers of the House, must have 
been seen daily during the entire session by 
Kerr. Mr. Kerr, with unnecessary com- 
prehensiveness, adds: I never consciously 
exchanged one minute's conversation, between 
heaven and earth, with that person (Harney). 
I never received any money from him.” 

What, then, was it that induced Mr. Kerr 
to throw away this important and much- 
sought appointment upon a young man he 
did not know, and who did not live in Kzerr’s 
State nor district, and had nobody to secure 
it for him except Harney, who received $450 
to buy it with? Mr. Kerr would not have 


succeeds him underthe Turkish law of suc- Rit believed he was such an innocent as to 


throw away such important patronage. Har- 
NEY swears he paid the money to Kerr. 
Certain it is that the appointment followed 
the payment of the bribe-money to Harney. 
According to Mr. Kzerr’s statement, Harney 
himself was unknown to, and could have had 
no influence with, him (Kerr), What, then, 
was it that influenced Mr. Kerr to bestow 
the appointment upon young Gum, who 
paid for it? 


PAY OF THE CITY EMPLOYES. 

There is one phase of the city’s financial 
embarrassment which the Council Financial 
Committee's scheme does not provide for, 
and that is the payment to the city em- 
ployes of the wages due them prior to April 
1, when the present fiscal year began, which 
still remain unpaid. Itis understood that 
this portion of the unpaid wages amounts to 
about $500,000. It cannot be paid out of 
the money raised by the issue of the new 
certificates drawn against the tax-levy of 
1876, for the law requires that funds raised 
on these certificates shall be exclusively ap- 
plied to the payment of obligations created 
by the appropriations of the current fiscal 
year, and we refer to that portion of the un- 
paid wages which became due prior to the 
present fiscal year. Inthe absence of any 
special provision, then, the city employes 
will be forced to wait for the collection of the 
taxes of 1875, the bulk of which will not be 
paid before some time in August or early in 
September, as it is not till then that payment 
can be enforced by judgment and sale. But 
in this case the relief for the city employes 
will only be partial, and we do not believe 
that they are in a condition to wait 
three months longer for the wages they 
earned three months ago. As the city owes 
them this money, so they owe it to others. 
They owe it for rent to their landlords, for 
supplies to their butchers and grocers, for 
clothing and household good: to the shop- 
keepers, for coal and wood, ete. It is prob- 
able that the retail dealers have carried these 
2,500 or 3,000 people as long as they can 
afford to do so; and to lay out of $500,000 
or $600,000 for three months longer will 
necessarily occasion a very great deal of 
suffering. 

Unless the Finance Committee have agreed 
upon some better plan for raising the money 
to pay the wages due prior to April 1, we 
would suggest that scrip be issued to the 
persons who have rendered service, at their 
option, specifying the amount due them 
from the tax-levy of 1875, making these cer- 
tificates payable Sept. 1 next out of the tax- 
collections that will be made before that 
time, and meanwhile making them recerv- 
able for the taxes of 1875. This course will 
be in accordance with law, and will serve to 
relieve the necessities of the many people 
to whom the money is due. The 
shopkeepers, grocers, butchers, and sup- 
ply-venders will take this scrip very 
gladly at its face, because they can 
make use of it at its face value. If 
it be issued in small sums, many of the 
creditors of the employes may themselves 


make use of it to pay their own taxes. At 
all events, it will have a recognized value 
for that purpose, and will be taken by the 
bankers and brokers readily. The interest 
it will draw and the certainty of its payment 
in three months will make it desirable paper, 
and the probability is that the great bulk of 
it would find its way into the hands of the 
Comptroller before maturity as tender for 
the payment of the taxes of 1875. 

This is the only way that suggests itself 
to us as practicable for discharging at once 
the indebtedness to city employes which had 
accrued during the months of January, Feb- 
ruary, and March, unless there is sufficient 
accumulation already from the tax-collections 
of 1875 to pay thatindebtedness. This plan, 
however, would leave the tax-collections of 
the next month to pay the July interest on 
the bonded debt and take up a part of the 
old outstanding certificates. The proposed 
scrip would have almost the character of cur- 
rency, owing to its being legal-tender for the 
taxes of 1875 now due, and because it would 
be payable in so short atime. The shavo“ 
on such paper would be inſinitesimal, and it 
certainly would be fairer treatment of those 
who have worked for the city than to allow 
the present arrearage to run along three 
months more. Such an arrangement, along 
with the cash payment of wages earned since 
April 1, would relieve the strain wonderfully 
both for the city and its unpaid employes. 

It may be feasible and more desirable, 
perhaps, to negotiate this scrip in large 
amounts with our home bankers, payable 
Sept. 1 out of the taxes of 1875, if the bank- 
ers see fit to take it. This would have the 
advantage of enabling the payment of the 
employes in full and in cash, and would 
simplify the transaction. The local banks 
have ample funds, and we presume they will 
be eager to take this ninety-day paper at 7 
per cent, with absolute security ; it would be 
regularly in the line of banking, while the 
negotiation of the new certificates of 1876, 
payable in the summer of 1877, would appeal 
40 another kind of capital looking for longer 
investment. 


DECORATION DAY. 

Eleven years have elapsed since the close 
of the War of the- Rebellion, and marvelous 
changes—social, rial, and political—have 
taken place since\those stirring times, but 
the memories of our dead soldiers still re- 
main fresh, and yesterday the people of 
Chicago in a vast concourse gathered together 
and paid our fallon heroes their annual 
tribute of love and respect by decorating 
their graves with flowers at Rosehill, Grace- 
land, Calvary, and Oakwood Cemeteries. The 
day was a lovely one, as if made expressly 
for the observance of this patriotic and af- 
fectionate custom. Every cemetery was 
crowded, and no grave was refused its tribute 
of flowers, the decorators not stopping to 
question whether these graves contained 
Northern or Southern soldier. The music 
was appropriate to the occasion, and the ad- 
dresses were short and suitable, and no un- 
toward incident marked the proceedings in 
any of the cemeteries. 

The unanimity and enthusiasm with which 
the decorations were made show that there 
is no abatement of the public spirit which 
first suggested this 
They show that, though time wears on and 
other things change, the memory of the dead 
soldiers still’ remains fresh and green. The 
impartial distribution of the flowers shows 
that the sectional passions engendered by 
the War have cooled, and that the dust of 
all who sleep in these graves is alike sacred. 
To snatch one day out of the year away from 
the roar and rush of business, and devote it 
to the memory of the dead, is in the interest 
of peace and reconciliation, and every year 
that it is done it brings North and South 
more closely together. The lesson taught 
from these silent graves is a powerful and 
eloquent one. It teaches a higher and no- 
bler loyalty, a closer affiliation of the peo- 
ple, and their grand duty to live for the Re- 
public for which the dead gave their lives. 
Rosert Coiiyer, in his address at Grace- 
land, admirably epitomized the spirit of the 
day in these words: 

I count every attempt to rake up the old trouble 
a violent, bitter thing, unworthy of our nation and 
our great Anglo-Saxon family, and I am ashamed 
ofthe men of my own State who could say the 
thing that has just been said in our own State Cap- 
ital that they might add wormwood to gall. We 
are one family North and South. We can only 
work out that destiny through peace and good will. 
On this summer morning as we stand together the 
dust of these dead men isrising. The sun cannot 
tell which is rebel dust and which is loyal. It is 
all one tothe sun. The rain cannot tell as it falls 
so weetly on the graves. It is all one to the rain. 
It blends in the grass, blowe in the flowers. It 
blends all together, for so God wills. It cannot be 
otherwise in our hearts if we are true. 

The work has been done. The dead sleep 
beneath their flowers. We return once more 
to the demands of business, the hurly-burly 
of politics, and the thousand-and-one cares 
of life, the better prepared to meet and per- 
form them by virtue of this day given to the 
dead. 


THE OLD CITY CERTIFICATES. 

In declining to issue new certificates of in- 
debtedness to take up those now outstand- 
ing, it does not seem to be generally under- 
stood that the present City Government is 
acting as much in the interest of the holders 
of those certificates as it is in its own inter- 
est. All who are now in possession of the 
old certificates are now innocent holders, 
who accepted them in good faith, believing 
them to be lawful, and before there had been 
a decision of Court which inferentially makes 
them unlawful. If they should now yield up 
these outstanding certificates for new certifi- 
cates which the city has no right to issue 
(the only authority now being to draw against 
the tax-levy of 1876 for the payment of obli- 
gations accruing in the present fiscal year), 
the city’s creditors would not have so good a 
claim for the payment of the paper. They 
would in that case accept an evidence of debt 
not authorized by law, since our 5 per cent lim- 
itation has already been exceeded, and in full 
knowledge of that fact. They could no longer 
urge that they are innocent purchasers and 
holders of the paper issued regularly, ac- 
cording to the custom of the city, and before 
a judicial construction of the law had limited 
the city’s authority to issue it. It is a much 
safer guarantee of payment to retain the old 
certificates, with the assurance of the Council 
that they will be paid off as rapidly as possi- 
ble, than it is to exchange them for new cer- 
tificates which are of doubtful validity at the 
best. 

The plea upon which Mr. Hayes and a few 
others base an authority to issue new certifi- 
cates is that they may be made out in an- 
ticipation of the taxes of 1875, 74, 73, and 
72.“ But how long may this process of 
** anticipation” be continued? Can it go on 
indefinitely? There seems to be a con- 
tradiction of terms here. Can that be an- 
ticipated” which is already and long since 
past due? To construe the authority of the 
city after this fashion would be to nullify the 
material point in the decision of the Court 
defining the character of the city certificates. 
The purpose of that decision was to avoid 
the incurring of indebtedmess beyond the 


annual observance. - 


constitutional limit which has already been 
reached. But it wouldcertainly be incurring 
indebtedness to go on renewing paper in ex- 
cess of the limit for an indefinite period. If 
this be not debt, then the word has no mean- 
ing. 
The trouble with these old certificates is 
that they were issued without any reference 
to specific tax-levies, without any reference 
to anything except “shinning,” and 
without any preparation for paying them 
as they became due. In other words, 
in the manner and form in which 
they were put out they were an unlawful in- 
crease of the city’s debt, and to renew them 
now would be to unlawfully continue the 
original infraction of law. All the city can 
legally do is to make every effort to pay 
them as soon as possible and get them out of 
the way. This is the proposition, and the 
holders of the old certificates who accepted 
them at atime when there was no occasion 
to question their legality will do better to re- 
tain them now until paid than to exchange 
them for other pieces of paper which the 
city now has no authority to issue, and 
which they are fully informed would be il- 
legal. 
THE ART OF REPUDIATION. 

The English people are having some curi- 
ous experiences with their national creditors, 
and the English papers, in a grimly humor- 
ous way, are beginning to discuss repudiation 
as a science or fine art. The London Spec- 
tator, in an article upon this topic, calls at- 
tention to the peculiar financiering of three 
or four nations whose bonds are in every 
true Briton’s pocket. First, come the 
Turkish vipers, who have turned upon their 
English benefactors and stung them after 
having been defended against the great Rus- 
sian Bear and accommodated with millions 
of money to make good their war losses. 
And now the Sick Man of Constantinople 
has so managed his exchecquer as to utterly 
extinguish his credit. As the Spectator says: 
“The theory of the Porte is that the 
Government will pay half their prom- 
ised interest regularly, and if they 
do, Turks are worth at least 
50, 6 per cent being about the usual interest 
required on a second-class security ; but what 
with promises of improbable future pay- 
ments, and issues of bonds for interest which 
only increase the debt, and ridiculous pay- 
ments to sinking funds, ‘Turks’ are worth 
15, and the floating debt imcreases every 
day.” Spain is another instance which 
brings grief to the British pocket filled with 
Spanish bonds, since she also is on the royal 
road to repudiation. Spain has the honor of 
competing with Great Britain in one respect. 
She has a public debt almost as big as the 
British, and increasing so fast that it will 
soon meet and pass it. There is no possi- 
bility that it can ever be paid. She could, 
however, by removing her floating debt, pay, 
as the Spectator intimates, about $15,000,000 
per annum, which could be increased in 
time with more scientific taxation, but in- 
stead of this, the Minister of Finance has 
made a compromise which has sent Spanish 
stocks down to 14. With a debt of $3,500,- 
000,000, the interest on which more than 
consumes all the revenues of the Kingdom, 
the Hidalgos are advancing merrily along to 
bankruptcy. The Peruvians have been re- 
markably handy in bankrupting themselves, 
and Peruvian bonds have been as plenty in 
England as plum-puddings, and the Spectator 
mournfully laments that the Peruvian 
Government—which has this advantage over 
most other Governments, that it can pawn a 
visible and tangible article as collateral se- 
curity, can, as it were, deposit jewels 
to back its note of hand—has vacillated, and 
intrigued, and jobbed till its credit is de- 
stroyed and its creditors ruined, with- 
out any sufficient relief to its Treasury, 
which, by all accounts, is more empty 
than when it was paying interest over 
the counter.” Lastly, the Egyptians are be- 
ginning to play fast and loose with their 
bonds, and to act as if they also were start- 
ing out on the road to repudiation. Jon 
Bor is evidently in a sad plight, as he 
stands with his pockets stuffed with the 
I. O. U's of the Turks, Spaniards, Peruvians, 
Egyptians, and other heathen, and watches 
his debtors going into binkruptcy, one after 
the other, preparatory to landing in final re- 
pudiation. His plight, in fact, is almost 
pitiable, as may be seen by the following 
sample lament from the Spectator : 

No good, whatever, that we see, accrues to any- 
body from this sort of blundering, and least of all 
to the State, which is the only party to the affair 
whose interests we need consider to-day, or per- 
haps at any time. The case must be very excep- 
tional in which the wisest arrangement for the 
State is not also the wisest for the bondholders, 
and we may take it, for the purpose of this argu- 
ment, that their interests are identical. Suppos- 
ing, then, that a State, either through internal dif- 
ficultics such as civil war, or through the failure of 
its revenues, or through a continued course of ex- 
travagance, has become unable to meet its engage - 
ments, but has still some spare revenue left, what 
course would a sensible Minister adopt? We can- 
not but believe thatit would be exactly the con- 
trary course to the one now habitually adopted, — 


that he would contract the amount of nominal ia - 
bility, rather than the amount of nominal interest. 


The best feature of the new financial 
scheme adopted by the Common Council is 
the classification of the outstanding certifi- 
cates; the payment pro rata of the back 
taxes as they are collected; the acceptance 
of the certificates in payment of these back 
taxes; the regalar payment of interest there- 
on, and, finally, the promise of an appropria- 
tion by the city to pay any deficit that may re- 
main at the end of three years. We predict, 
however, that a faithful adherence to this 
scheme will cancel all the outstanding certifi- 
cates long before the three years shall have 
elapsed. Meanwhile the holders of the cer- 
tificates may congratulate themselves that 
their paper is in a much better condition 
than at any time since its validity was called 
into question, and also much better than 
new certificates would be if issued to take up 
the old. This action of the new City Gov- 
ernment ought to make the credit of the city 
for the future better than it has been at any 
time within two years, and we have no doubt 
that it will have just that effect.

If it is meant that Taz Turn- 
unn has no influence” with the gang 
which they represent in national and mu- 
nicipal politics, we take it as a compliment. 
That it has some influénce, in so far 
as it represents and develops honest public 
sentiment, is tolerably clear, however, from 
the fact that whenever the Rings succeed in 
packing a Committee, or carrying out a job, 
or stealing a march on the people, they yell 
with wild delight, amd thereby attest the ex- 


ceptional character of their victory. When 
roguery has attained the development of 
these later days, Tun Tarsune cannot al- 
ways defeat it; neither can the people on 
the instant. But neither the people nor 
Tun Tarisunsz will indorse the roguery on 
that account. Meanwhile, the general flut- 
tering when Tun Tarpunz fires a shot shows 
that several birds have been hit. 
— 
THE LAST OP BARON VON PALM. 

Joszrn Henry Louis Cmarvses, Baron vox 
Pal, Grand Cross Commander of the Sover- 
eign Order of the Holy Sepulchre at Jerusalem, 
Knight of St. Joun of Malta, Prince of the 
Roman Empire, late Chamberlain to His Majesty 
the King of Bavaria, and more lately citizen of 
Chicago, is dead, and has gone to his e¥erlasting 
rest. He died in New York, and was buried 
with the mystic Egyptian rites of the Theosophic 
Order, of which he was a member. With all his 
titles and decorations, and notwithstanding his 
strangely checquered career, he made more of a 
sensation in his death than in his life. At the 
dead Baron’s head stood a brazen cross, sym- 
bolical of the Phallic worship of the creative 
principle, and around it, twined a green spotted 
serpent, and at the dead Baron’s turned-up toes 
was an hour-glass with the sands run out, 
symbolical of death. Baron von Fal, as he 
walked the streets of Chicago or lounged in the 
lobbies of the opera, as was his delight, was a 
plain, simple, unostentatious man, and 
yet the black, gloomy catafalque was en- 
livened with his insignia and decoratious. 
There were the white star of the Knights of St. 
Joun, the gleaming silver of the German Ritter 
Order, the red cross of the Holy Sepulchre, and 
the star of the Grand Cross of Louis of Ba- 
varia, none of which glittering gew-gaws were 
displayed by this plain man when he dined at 
Ispacn’s, or took his beer of a Sunday night at 
Turner Hall, listening to the music ok WaengR, 
who was one of his friends, and cursing the 
quality of the beer. Seven of his brethren in 
black robes, bearing green palm branches, stood 
by his coffin, illuminated with parti-colored can- 
dies, maintaining a solemn silence while the 
choir intoned an Orphic hymn, set to the music 
of an old Italian mass written 300 years ago. 
The priests then prayed, and then the High 
Priest advanced and repeated the ancient 
Egyptian liturgy, and asked various questions 
touching the immortality of the dead Baron’s 
soul, and this was followed by an address from 
the High Priest, made at the Baron’s 
request, in which he expounded the 
doctrine of Theosophy. When he had 
closed, Emma Hanpino Britton, the Spirit- 
ualist, whose faith is allied to the theosophical, 
made a brief address, which she clased with the 
following graceful farewell to our Baron: 
“Speed home, friend and companion! Thou 
bas not left us. We know that thou hast 
passed the golden cates wherein sorrow enter- 
eth not, and we bid thee God-speed to thy home 
of light. Although the golden bowl is broken 
and the silver cord is loosed, we put on no weeds 
of mourning, and we offer the symbols of full- 
blown human life with these flowers.“ This 
closed the obsequies, and the Baron was left 
alone, stripped of all his decorations, with only 
a few palm-branches on his coffin, until night, 
when a solitary undertaker took the dead Baron 
to the cemetery and deposited him in the Egyp- 
tian darkness of the vault, where may he rest 
in peace until the resurrection morning which 
will solve the truth of all doctrines. 

The Baron VON PALM was a well-known char- 
acter in our Chicago life. It was not strange 
that he adopted a Pagan belief. As Max Mor- 
LER said of GorTHe, he was a grand old 
heathen.”” He moved about in the roar and 
bustle and stir of our busy streets without be- 
ing a part of it. The modern rush of life never 
made any impression upon him. He drifted 
along on the calm surfgce outside of the swift 
current, and contented himself with looking 
and wondering at it. He might have been 
Cnzors' Superintendent of Construction of 
the Pyramids or Chamberlain at the Court 
of CBPHRENES, so far as any con- 
nection with modern life is concerned. He had 
traveled the world over, heard all that was 
worth hearing, seen all that was worth seeing, 
sucked the orange dry and thrown the peel 
away, and he was therefore content to return 
to first principles. A glass of Tokay and 
a free ticket to the opera, and he was 
never without either, expressed to him the max- 
imum of earthly pleasure, provided the Tokay 
was free from suspicion and the opera was good. 
There was, however, one slight link that con- 
nected him with the Present. There was a 
dash of the Haro_p SKmMror in his composi- 
sition. The last request he made of the writer 
was for the temporary loan of a dollar. it was 
a dull time for the Theosoph. His favorite ven- 
der of Tokay, who, like himself, was something 
of a pagan and more of a scholar, had solved 
the doctrine of immortality and settled the 
strife of spirit and matter by blowing his brains. 
out, so that there was no more good Tokay to 
be had. It was out of the opera season also, 
and all his favorite singing-birds had flown off 
to cooler spots. It wasa dull, sad time for the 
Theosoph. If a dollar would have raised him 
to the maximum of earthly bliss, he must have 
been stony-hearted who would have refused it, 
more particularly as the Theosoph would have 
given his last dollar to any one who had asked 
for it. He had participated in the stirring times 
of the German Revolution, had served under King 
FERDINAND, had waited upon royalty, had wan- 
dered in far countries, had been edu- 
cated in diplomacy, had lived with the 
Indians in the Northwest, had dabbled 
in silver mines, had made fortunes and lost 
them, knew the prima donnas and all the danc- 
ing houris of the stage, would have made an 
excellent Caliph of Bagdad and a still better 
PLATO, and yet was quiet, unostentatious, affa- 
ble, courteous, simple-minded, coming out of 
his shell only when the opera came, having the 
good will of everybody, and a good word for 
everybody. 

And now the Baron von PaLm has quit drink- 
ing Tokay, and will have no more opera unless 
perhaps the dead and gone prima donnas are 
still singing in the Thegsoph’s Heaven, wherey- 
er that may be. Good Christian souls may 
shudder at the thought that the dead Baron 
was a Pagan; but it is at least better to die a 
good Pagan than a bad Christian. So, God rest 
his soul. Whether Pagan or not, he died a 
gentleman, and that is something worth accom- 
plishing in this naughty world. It is intimated 
that his friends will cremate him, if they can ob- 
tain permission from the authorities. It would 
be more in keeping with his Egyptian belief if 
they would make a blessed mummy of him, 
embalm him with spices, swathe him in fine 
linen, give him a scarabeus and a wisp of wheat, 
and then stand him up in some quiet place 
where he would not be disturbed by the rush 
and din of modern life, to wait for GABRIEL. 


It is not very cheerful news to lovers of good 
music, the announcement that comes from 
Philadelphia to the effect that Tuzopore 
Tomas has had to discontinue his concerts 
for lack of patronage, and that the musicians of 
his orchestra are on a strike for their pay. To 
those acquainted with the facts in the case, how- 
ever, the news will not be unexpected. Mr. 
Tuomas’ season in New York last year was a 
very disastrous one, owing to causes beyond his 
control.

It is stated in the same dispatch that 
Mr. Gunonz has secured the control of the 
music for Fourth of July, and will repeat his 
Boston panjandrum with thousands of voices, 
anvils, cannons, bells, and musical sky-rockets. 
This is all well enough, but it is only for a day. 
Mr. THomas was engaged in a great work of 
musical education reavbking into the future. It 
will be a thousand pes if that work shall

Some personal reminiscences of Mr. Bloss, the 
well-known editor of the Cincinnati Zaguirer, are 
furnished by that paper. At thetime of the sad 
accident which resulted in his death, Mr. Bloss had 
been connected with the Hnquirer twenty-four 
years. During the last few years of his service, 
he was a privileged character, and could write as 
little or as much editorial matter as he chose. 
His uncompromising honesty and independence 
often placed him in a position of antagoniem to the 
policy of the paper, and the responsible editors 
were frequently obliged to cross out what he had 
written after it had been put in type. He has 
been known to write an editorial in direct opposi- 
tion to one that had appeared in the Hnquirer & 
few hours before. Productions of this sort, of 
course, never saw the light of day. Before his 
matter had been put in type, none of his 
editorial associates could read it. There were just 
four compositors in the office—known as Bloss 
compositors—who could decipher his manuscript. 
Three of them have been working for the Enquire? 
over twenty years, and the fourth eighteen years. 
He was a man of large information, intense vanity, 
lovable disposition, unwearied industry, and con- 
vivial habits, without dignity or balance of mind. 
He never traveled, and was never easy away from 
his desk. Once when he had been almost ordered 
away for a vacation he returned at the cxpiration 
of three days, and, complaining of loneliness, was 
allowed to resume his work. Bloss was not more 
than 5 feet 6 inches in height, and scarcely ever 
reached 120 pounds in weight. He was 40 years 


of age.

FAULKNER'S RECORD.

WaSHINGTON, May 30.—The National Repub- 
lican this morning has a severe arraignment of 
Charles Faulkner, Representative in Congress 
from West Virginia.

Sultan Abdul-Aziz Succeeded by His 
Nephew Murad Effendi. 


The Change Believed to Be in the In- 
terests of Peace.

Reported Alliance Between Roumania, 
Montenegro, and Greece. 


TURKEY. 
THE SULTAN DETHRONED. 

Lonpon, May 30.—A dispatch to the Reuter Tel- 
egraph Company, from Berlin says that a telegram 
has been received there from Constantinople an- 
nouncing that the Sultan has been dethroned, and 
that Murad Effendi has been proclaimed Sultan. 

Latgr. —The following dispatch, confirming the 
report telegraphed from Berlin of the Sultan's de- 
thronement, has been received: 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 30.—It is officially an- 
nounced that, at the unanimous wieh of the peo- 
ple, Abdul Aziz has been dethroned, and the heir 
presumptive, Murad Effendi, has been proclaimed 
Sultan. 

The Pall Mali Gazette learns by a private tele- 
gram that the revolution in Constantinople was 
effected without a disturbance of the public tran- 
quiliity. 

In the House of Commons this afternoon, Mr. 
Bourke, the Under-Secretary for the Foreign De- 
partment, in reply to a question, said that the 
Turkish Ambassador at London and the English 
Ambassador at Constantinople had informed Lord 
Derby, the Foreign Minister, of the dethronement 
of the Sultan and the proclamation of Murad Effendi 
as his successor. No further particulars of the 
movement have been received, but a simultaneous 
telegram from Salonica announces that the procla- 
mation of Murad Effendi was received there with 
general approbation. 

WasHineton, D. C., May 30,—The Grand Vizier 
has sent the following telegram to the Turkish 
Minister: In the presence of the unanimous will 
ofall the people, Abdul Aziz Khan has been de- 
throned to day. and His Majesty the Sultan Murad§ 
the heir presumptive to the Imperial throne, has 
been proclaimed Emperor of Turkey.” 

MILITARY MOVEMENTS. 

Raeussa, May 30.—Intelligence from Slavonic 
sources states that the Turkish General Moukhtar 
Pasha has left Mostard, and gone toward Gatchko, 
to be another attempt to re- 
lieve Nicsic. Insurgents are concentrating in the 
Duga Paes. 

Lonpown, May 30.—A special dispatch to the Tei- 
egraph from Paris says that the insurgents have at- 
taked and burned Bihacs, in Bosnia, killing 350 
Turks. Ata second encounter, in the same neigh- 
borhood, the Turks were defeated, leaving 120 dead 
on the field. 

Lonvon, May 30.—A Pesth telegram reports that 
the Servian Prime Minister Risties, in accordance 
with the advice of Gen. atieff, has decided that 
the Servians shall cross the River Drina en St. 
John's Day. 

THE REVOLUTION. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 30.—The dethroned Sul- 
tan is kept under guard in a kiosque at the ex- 
tremity of the seraglio. The Ministers informed 
Murad Effendi that be was proclaimed Sultan on 
Monday night. A popular demonstration took 

lace the next morning, but no resistance was of- 

ered to the new regime. Perfect tranquillity now 

prevails. Both Christians and Museulm en express 
— satisfaction at the change. The city will be 
lluminated to-night. Festivities will continue 
for three days. 

Paris, May 30.—Le Temps states that the mes- 
sage in cipher notifying the Turkish Embassy 
here of the deposition began as follows: We, 
Abdul-Aziz, conformably with the wishes of a 
majority of our subjects, abdicate.” This was 
immediately communicated to the Duc de Cazes, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. 

The Embassy also receiveda message stating that 
the Softas first required the Sultan to relinquish 
the title of Caliph, which rendered him inviolable. 
The Sultan soon afterwards abdicated. 

Le Temps adds that Murad, the new Sultan, is 
disposed to remove Hussein Avni Pasha. the pres- 
ent Minister of War, because he favored the pro- 
ject of Abdul-Aziz to make the son instead of the 
nephew heir to the throne 

THE FEELING IN PARIS. 

The Russian Ambassador has visited the Duc de 
Cazes. The latter gave assurances that France 
would contribute by every means in her power to 
the maintenance of peace and the preservation of 
good understanding between the Powers. 

The news of the revolution in Constantinople is 
well received in both political and financial circles. 
It is believed that the settlement of the Eastern 
difficulties is thereby facilitated. 

THE NEW MINISTRY. 

It is stated that the new Turkish Ministry will 
comprise Midhat Pasha as Grand Vizier, and Sadyk 
Pasha, at present Ambassador to France, Minister 
of Finance. According to reports published in 
Cologne, Midhat Pasha and the Grand Vizier were 
at the head of a revolutionary movement. 

REFORMS PROMISED, 

Murad has accepted three of the propositions sub- 
mitted to him, viz.: the institution of a permanent 
assembly of notables, abolition of the Seraglio, re- 
duction of civil list to 5, 000, 000 piastres. 

ENGLAND. 

It ia reported here that England ie willing to 
agree to holding of an international conference on 
the Eastern question. 

ITS EFFECT ON STOCKS. 

On the Stock Exchange Turkish sccurities of al! 
descriptions have been very strong and active, and 
at one time were from 3 to 5 per cent higher. It 
seems to be the opinion that the overthrow of the 
Sultan will result beneficially. 

The Paris market is also very firm. 

RUSSIAN INFLUENCE. 


Loxpox, May 31.—The Slandard’s Vienna dis- 


patch says the succession of Murad to the Ottoman 
throne is generally cousidered as mainly due to 
Russia instigating Servia and Montenegro to im- 
mediate warfare. 

ENGLAND AND ITALY. 

A correspondent at Rome says it is reported that 
the Italian Government has received an invitation 
from England to come to an arrangement for united 
action in the East. 

The Paris Zetafette reports that Lord Derby has 
informed the Turkish Ambassador that England is 
prepared to accept an international conference pro- 
vided the programme ie set forth beforehand. 

REPORTED ALLIANCE. 

Lonpon, May 30.—The Berlin correspondent of 
the Times reports that M. Plamonac, the Monte- 
negrin Minister of War had an interview with Baron 
Rodich at Ragusa on Sunday, when he informed 
the Austrian Government that an offensive and de- 
fensive alliance been concluded between 
Servia, Roumania, Montenegro, and Greece. 
M. Plamonac was aleo understood to intimate 
that Thessaly and Crete would rise and support 
the movement in Northern Turkey. Altogether 
the situation is regarded as drawing to a crisis. 
While the Porte confidentially informs the Powers 
that no armistice will be conceded on the condi- 
tions proposed by the Berlin memorandum, the in- 
surgent leaders loudly deciare they will continue to 
fight until independence is achieved. The official 
Russian Jnvalide seconds these movements 
by the declaration that 1 rofusal to join the 
Northern Powers cannot but bring on difficulties. 

INDEMNITY DEMANDED. 

Germany has requested Turkey to pay $60, 000 
indemnity to the family of Consul Abbott. 

A dispatch from Constantinople tothe Tunes says 
Murad is pledged to a Constitutional Government. 
FRENCH ADVICE. 

A Paris correspondent of the Times says an offi- 
cial dispatch from the Grand Vizier announces that 
the entire Turkish Cabinet signed the deposi- 
tion of the Sultan. The deposition was accom- 


lished during ‘the night. The Duc de 
‘azes, immediately on receiving the news 
of the fact, formally instructed the French 


Ambassador at Constantinople to exert all his in- 
fluence to induce the new Government to hasten a 
pacific solution of the difficulties. The Duke point- 
ed out that Murad was entirely free from embar- 
rassing engagements. His euccession would na- 
turally induce a suspension of hostilities, and 
an armistice was in no way inconsistent 
with the dignity of the Government. The Am- 
baseador was therefore directed to urge the Porte 
to take advantage of the opportunity, immediately 
enter into negotiations with the insurgents, make 
concessions judged equitable and necessary, and 
thereby avoid the necessity of making them under 
the pressure of the Powers. 

The Times correspondent adds: If one may 
judge by these steps of the French Government, 
and if, as must be poped, the other Governments 
are acting in the same way, the deposition of Abdul 
Aziz will be an immense step towards the solution 
of the existing difficulties. *’ 

LATEST. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg to the Russian 
telegraphic agency states that the Sultan's depo-i- 
tion has been received as an opportune occasion 
for peaceful sentiments, which desired by all 
the Powers.

I think nine- 
teen Americans out of twenty, and I could al- 
most say ninety-nine out of a hundred, would 


be astonished, in walking through this place, 


and observing what comes from American looms 
and factories. Carpets and cloths, silks, 
satins, and a hundred other things, are 


displayed; and the fineness of many of the 
exhibits is calculated to bring out a good many 
exclamations of delight. I devoted the best 
part of the moraing to an examination of this 
part of the Exhibition, and came out of it much 
as the Queen of Sheba went from the presence 
of King Solomon. I thought I knew something 
ina general way about our textile business, but 
I find I was not half as wise as I thought I was. 

Begluning as I begun, one finds a whole row 
of 

CARPET-BXHIBITS. 


In the majority of instances, you look into a 
room 15 or 18 fect square, and find the floor 
covered with one specimen, while the walls on 
three sides are hung with others. Rolls of car- 
pets stand around next to the walls, and each 


has a yard or so unwound, as in a regular carpet- 
—— The articles on exhibition arc — made 
pear to good adtvantage; and, as the rooms 
. are fa a row, you can easily make comparisons. 
The first that you come across is the exhibit of 
Bigelow Carpet Company, of Boston; 
and you think this very nice un- 
you go on to the next, —from 
Yonkers, New York State, —and find that it is 
— good. Then you come to an exhibit 
Roxbury, Mass., and then one from Low- 
tll, in the same State; and beyond this last you 
ind one from Hartford, in the Land of Wooden 
Nutmegs and other rural commodities.

But, when 
it comes to all the grades and shades of difference 
tn carpets, I am lost, or, at all events, bewildered, 
tnd I am glad to get out and pretend I have an im- 
portant engagement around the corner.

Some of the tailors accommo- 
date them by 9 American cloth as foreign, and 
charging a profit of 30 40 percent. Two rolls of 
the same kind of material, aud from one and the 
same mil will lie side by side on the 
counter, and, when my want something for a busi- 
ness-8u t, the tailor is ready to accommodate you. 

Here is a piece of English goods, he says, ‘‘a 
very choice thing indeed, and a suit from it will 
cost $55."" You look at it and admire it, and then 
you ask what that other piece is. That is an 
American imitation," he replies, as he pulls it for- 
ward with an air of contempt; ‘‘it looks very 
much like the other, and to the ordinary eye there 
is no difference. But examine it closely and you 
will at once observe the superiority of the English 
goods. If you want a suit from this, I can make it 
for $38 to * * 

You look at the two pieces, and, as your eye is 
not an ordinary one, you perceive at once that the 
imported article is much the best. You are quite 
likely to order the high-priced suit, and give the 
tailor a handsome profit. I do not say that all 
tailors practice this trick, but I know some 
that do, and that it is far from infre- 

nent. And I have known the manu 

acturers in honest New England who affixed 
French or English labels to their ods, 60 as to 
accommodate customers who wanted the labels to 
quiet any lingering doubt in the breast of a pros- 
pective buyer of a suit of clothes. The tailors were 
not at all deceived by the manufacturers, and the 
only sufferers by the transaction was the consumer. 
He would have his clothes “ey foreign stuff, 
and so he paid a foreign price. e paid it willing- 
ly, and, as the material was thoroughly good, he 
obtained his m@iey's worth. 

PRESS-GOODS AND FLANNELS 
shawls, socks, and stockings, lie around here in 


tasteful groups. ere are oceans and oceans— 
0 speak ratively—of common cotton and muslin 
goods, and you realize the extent of the cotton- 


manufacturing interest, which seems to be rather 
overdone just at present, if one may judge by the 
low prices of cloth, and the absence of dividends 
on the part of the Companies. There are yarns for 
spinning, weaving, knitting, and other work, 
and there are linens and cottons, and 
cottons and linens. There are several ex- 
hibits of woolen bianketa, lap-rugs, and 
carriage-robes; and, rather curiously, the best of 
them are both far away and far apart. One is 
from Minnesota, and the other from California, — 
the first being the North Star Mills, of Minneapolis, 
and the other the Mission Mills, of San Francisco. 
The exhibitor of the Mission Mills told me that 
they used 1, 500, 000 pounds of wool ahnually, and 
that it was all grown in California, and a great 
deal more too. They had blankets of snowy 
whiteness; and in each corner of their show-case 
they had a blanket woven with stars and stripes 
into an American flag. A man could fold himself 
in this banner of his country, and sleep with more 
comfort than in the ordinary one of thin and elazy 
bunting, especially if the night were frosty and he 
were camping out among the Sierras. 

Millinery and artificial flowers have a place close 
by the cloths, but I didn't take them in this morn- 
ing. I crossed the main aisle to the exhibit of 

SILAS AND SILK MATERIALS. 

There is a large variety here, all the way from silk- 
thread up to dress-goods such as no lady need be 
ashamed to wear. Paterson, N. J., seems to have 
the best lot here, as it had more exhibits than any 
other one place. 1am told that the American silks 
have attained so much poy that the demand 
is constantly up to the supply, and sometimes 
ahead of it; and, if the makers have sent us a fair 
sample of their product, they have no reason to be 
ashamed of themselves. The manufacture of silk- 
goods in this country has grown more rapidly than 
* else of the same kind. It is not a very 
old business here, but it now has millions of capi- 
tal invested, and is said to be yielding a handsome 
profit, The manufacturers are not yet up to the 
finest work of the French makers, but they bid fair 
to be quite even with them before another decade. 
There are some American poplins, in imitation 
of the Irish, but not quite up to them 
in point of lustre and finish, though they 
seem to have sufficient body to be well woven. In 
the show of oil-cloths, we are rather behind the 
age; at any rate, I didn't see any to-day that we 
huve reason to be proudof. There are some good 
laces, principally from Brooklyn; aud there are 
some large rolle of Turkish toweling, aud whole 
rows of cases containing thread. There isa whole 
lot of rope and cordage, including one charming 
little neck-chain about 6 inches in diameter. 

This is enough for one day, unless you are daft 
on the subject of textiles, and you may be if I keep 
on much longer and compel you to read al! I write.

EXPOSITION- NOTES. 
GENERAL VIEW OF THE SITUATION—PROGRESS 
TOWARD COMPLETION—TURKEY AND HER 
TROUBLES—THE STATE BUILDINGS—AN mars 
BOSTONIAN—WHAT THE MAINE BOYS DID—

PurLapDELPuis, May 27—Day by day the Ex- 
hibition is getting into shape. Some of the de- 
partments progress rapidly, and some—poor 
Turkey for example—make hardly any progress 
atall. And, speaking of Turkey, it is really 
amusing to see with what indignation the man 
on guard there resents the lifting of the curtain 
which hides the array of boxes lying around 
like the houses of a Syrian village, 
and tries to make believe that the 
representatives of the Sultan are endeavor- 
ing to do something. There is said 
to be a fine lot of shawls, carpets, and that sort 
of thing, hidden away in those cases; and I un- 
derstand that some of the parties connected 
with the management of the Exhibition have 
offered to furnish all the money needed by 
Turkey to put her exhibit into shape, provided 
the Commissioner will pledge a sufficient portion 
of the goods to secure the advance. This the 
Commissioner bas no authority to do, and so the 
work does not goon. Tunis is slowly finishing 
aud decorating its , Which is an excellent 


specimen of Moorish architecture; and her 
Commissioner hopes to be ready by the end of 
next week. In the Egyptian Department, some 
new things have been opened up in the last two 
days,—the most noticeable thing being the door 
of the sanctuary of & mosque in Cairo dating 
from the fourteenth century, and carved in 
ebony and ivory. It is thoroughly Arabesque 
in style, and one of the best speci- 
mens of Arab wood-arving of the old 
sort ever seen in America. Some other 
specimens of Arab skill have been shown up ; 
but none of them equal this, and none of them 
are so oid. Saracenic art has been on the de- 
cline for a long time, and it is hard to find any- 
t of the present time that equals the pro- 
ductions of the centuries that are gone. The na- 
tions of Islam are away, and for an illus- 
tration look at Turkey. Abdul-Aziz resembles 
Sultan Suleiman and Mohammed le Conquer- 


ant chiefly in being very much unlike them; and 
the Turkish soldiers of to-day are a sad bur- 
lesque upon those that carried the Crescent to 


victory e, four, and five hundred years ago. 

THE STATE BUILDINGS 
are, one after another, dropping into line with 
their reparations, and opening up for visitors. 
The Illinois buil is open, and very cozy it 
is; and so is the Ohio building which is the 
only State edifice of stone. he New York 
building is prominent and pretty, and is admirably 
furnished throughout, and 80 is the Massa- 
chusetts building. There was a funny incident 
to-day at the latter establishment. - Col. Oliver has 
charge of the edifice and its contents, and is as po- 
lite as is possible for any man to be. Yesterday a 
middle-aged woman from the Bay State called at 
the building, and wandered around until she came 
to the private reception-room of the Governor. 
The double doors are always kept wide open, so 
that the entire room and contents can be seen; but 
ingress is prevented by means of a wire-gate about 
4 feet high. The old girl shook the gate, and de- 
manded that it should be opened; whereupon Col. 
Oliver explained the uses of the room, and told 
her that visitors were not admitted to the apart- 
ment. She braced herself as if for a prize-fight, 
fixed her 227 firmly, rested her eagle eyes on 
the Colonel, and then said, in a voice like the whis- 
tle of a narrow ‘pense locomotive : 

Mx husband voted for Gov. Rice, and I've just 
as good a right to go in here as anybody else. If 
you don't open that door in one minute, I will tell 
my husband when I get home, and he'll write to 
the Governor and 

HAVE YOU PUT OUT OF THIS nx HOUSE, 
unless you learn how to treat people decently. 
There, now, do you hear that?“ Col. Oliver heard, 
and turned away to shed a tear and have a chance 
to laugh. 

The Arkansas building is a huge structure of 
circular form, and with a great deal of glass about 
it, that will make it a trifle tropical when hot 
weather comes on in dead earnest. The Michigan 
building is getting its covering on and assuming 
shape; it has for some time resembled an orna- 
mental bird-cage on a colossal shape, as the frame 
wasallin place, andonly lacked the covering of 
boards that went astray with the cars that brought 
them from Grand Rapids. It was very nice for 
ventilation, but not sufficient protection against 
sun and rain. The New Hampshire building is 
small, like the State which sent it, and so is the 
one from Rhode Island and that from Maryland. 
Vermont hasasmall building, not yet finished; 
and Jam told there isa row ‘about it, in conse- 
quence of one individual attempting to run it 
for his own private purposes, rather than for 
the general good of those who came from his State. 
New Jersey has a large and commodious building, 
which, externally and internally, reflects credita- 
bly upon those who built and furnished it. The 
California building is large, but not very D 
it looks like @ pocket - edition of a State-House or 
other —.— edifice, and is not near completion. 
Its neighbors have angered some of the Californians 
by an intimation that the house is intended for the 
next Centennial rather than this. A joke invented 
by a reporter of the Jnguirer, and printed in that 
paper a few days ago, is good enough to be repeat- 
ed: A man from Bangor entered the grounds by the 
gate near the Agricultural Hall, and, after passing 
through that edifice, began to look around. A 
policeman of whom he inquired showed him which 
was the Government Buildingand the Women's 
Pavilion, and pointed out in succession the various 


State buildings and Machinery Hall. What 
ie. that said Bangor, as he indi- 
cated with his umbrella the great edi- 


fice in the distance. ‘* Why, that,” said the sur- 

prised policeman, that is the Main Building.”

THE JUDGES OF AWARDS. 

Some of the Boards of Judges went to work with 
great promptness. All their members were here, 
and they organized immediately after their as- 
semblage on Thursday, and took their coats off for 
business. Exhibitors were notified to have their 
documents in at once, and, that their should be no 
delay, they were told that, unless they had them 
in by a certain time, they could not get them in at 
all, and their exhibits would not be considered. 
You may be eure they will all come promptly up te 
time. In one of the groups where the Judges were 
all ready, they began on Thursday afternoon, and 
last night they had examined over fifty exhibits, 


taken their notes concerning them, and filed the 
documents ready for making the desired compari- 
sous. In this particular group, many of 
the exhibits were at vienna. and, 
as n goodly number of the Judges 


were on the International Jury of 1873. they could 
simplify their work very much. In some of the 
groups there will be very easy Work, as there is a 
single exhibitor who stands so far ahead of the 
others that there will be no difficulty in getting a 
unanimous opinion, Butin other groups, where 
so many exhibits are very nearly alike, it will be 
perplexing, as Ll explained in my letter of yester- 
day; and it will be harder to meet that difliculty 
here than 1t was at Vienna, where they gave medais 
to everybody, and had so many grades that each 
exhibitor was pretty sure of something. The Im- 
perial Commission afterwards saw its mistake, and 
reconsidered many of the awards; and, later on, 
it obtained froni the Emperor special decorations 
for men who had been conspicuous as inventors, 
such as Fairbanks with weighing-apparatus, Howe 
with the sewing-machine, Remington with the 
breech-loading rifle, and a few other inventors of 
American birth. Our Commiesion thinks the sys- 
tem of awards based on written reports is the best. 
It certainly can’t produce more growling than did 
the first awards by the Vienna Juries. 
AN UNPOPULAR SOUVENIR. 

This morning, at the Trans-Continental Hotel, I 
found a man endeavoring to sell a souvenir, for 
which, Iam happy to say, he found no purchasers, 
or at least none while | was looking at him. It was 
a lithographic sheet with the Confederate flag in 
the centre, and some scroll-work around the bor- 
der, —the work containing in the corners views of 
some of the places where the Rebels did some of 
their best fighting. Surrounding the flag were some 
verses of the doggerel style, and between these 
verses were pasted some of the money of the so- 
called Confederate States of America, in notes of 
various denominations. How much is this 
worth?” I asked of the would-be vender. ‘* It 
sells for $2," said he; and then he went on to say, 
„These notes are all genuine, and are pasted to 
the lithograph-sheet. Only a thousand copies are 
published, and no more will be. 1 added. No 
more ought to be;“ andI felt hke making him a 
good, sound Fourth of July oration on the sub- 

ect I think the fellow ought to be sent 
howe and his souvenirs put into the stove. 
No one is more ready than I am to admit that the 
Rebels fought splendidly and maintained them- 
selves gallantly,—how could they be Americans 
and do otherwise? Some of my best friends were 
in the Rebel service; they did what they believed 
to be right, and did it wel ; and now that the War 
is overand more than ten years gone, we don't 
bother our heads about it when we meet. They are 
willing to let by-gones be by-gones, and want to 
forget the whole disagreeable business. We are in 
the Centennial year of our Republic, and can meet 
on perfectly common ground when we refer to the 
Revolution and the events that made us a nation. 
Every man, North or South, ought to lay aside the 
animosity growing out of the events of 1561 ef 
sequar, and do nothing to awakenit. In arranging 
this exhibition, the Managers have made it as na- 
tional as was possible for them to do with their 
materials, and you will have to search pretty dili- 
ently for partisan souvenirs before you find them. 
Luc or this reason I was not pleased to find the 
ddler of souvenirs“ this morning, and think 
he would be more of a patriot if he devoted his at- 
tention to the sale of cook-books or guides to Phila- 
delphia. A pamphlet showing the resources of the 
South would be far more useful than his present 
stock in trade. 
ORIENTAL DEVELOPMENTS. 

To use a California expression, there is some fine 
‘* panning-out” in the Chinese and Japanese de- 
partments. Both of them have more goods than 
they know what to do with, and the spaces around 
their exhibits are rather crowded with the surplas 
stock. And day by day as they nup their box- 
es, and as one studies what they have already on 
exhibition, the wonder increasea at the fineness 
and delicacy of Chinese and Japanese work. I 
have spoken once of the Japanese bronzes; but, 
when I wrote about them, Ihad not seen several 
things that have since come under my eye. It is no 
use attempting to describe them; 1 might write a 
page of Tur Taipcne before I could give you, with- 
out a pictorial representation, a fair idea of what 
they have in two or three cases in the Japanese de- 
partment. Such delicacy of work is not equaled in 
any other department, and Ithink the English, 
French, and Italian exhibitors must feel down in 
the mouth when they go into the Japanese depart- 


ment and look around, as the will be 
forced to admit that the ret rize 
belongs to the oblique-eyed Japs. Some of the 


vases show an amount of labor bordering on the 
marvelous, and I was not surprised to learn that a 
single specimen had required what would amount 
to nearly seven years of the work of one man. 
Some of the vases are several hundred years old, 
anda careful comparison of the ancient with the 
modern shows that art has not progressed mach 
with this people in the last two or three centuries. 
It will be interesting to observe the effect of for- 
cign intercourse upon Japanese designing, now 
that the Island Empire is thoroughly open to the 
world. But it will doubtless be many years before 
any change is perceptible; art everywhere clings 
to its national peculiarities, and nowhere is it more 
likely to do so than in the distant Orient. 

The Chinese exhibit many specimens of wood 
and ivory carving, and, in one part of their space. 
some men were at work. The Chinese department 
is very rich in porcelains, and lam told they have 
some ficentones not yet opened. Some of the 
cases prove to have been roughiy handled on 
their way here, as the reveal a smashed and dis- 
orded condition of their contents. Some fine vases 
are completely ruined, and a box-full of cups and 
saucers looks as though a drove of donkeys had 
been dancing a quadrille among them. 1am sorry 
for the damage, but the Chinese don't appear to 
worry over it, as one of them replied, ** Plenty 
heap more porcelains in China—plenty!” when 
some ope tried to console him for the accident. 1 
havent yet taken China in dead earnest, but only

PHILADELPHIA, May 28.—The flags that were 
hung out on the opening-day of the Exhibition 
are still, in great majority, swinging in the 
wind. Some of them have blown to pieces, 
some are broken as to staff, and many have 
been taken in by the prudent and economical 
owners through fear of damage to the bunting, 
and in the expectation that several days may 
come when the banners will be needed again. 
But I think at least half the flags are still there 
where they were nearly three weeks ago, and 
they have been there so long that we have be- 
come used to them and pay no attention to the 
spectacle. A stranger arriving here is naturally 
led to think the city is on a special spree; 
and, if he is a person of distinction, 
he may easily imagine that the display is on his 
account. I was once traveling in California in 
a party of half-a-dozen, and among us there was 
a noted politician. Our advent was known in 
advance, and at the villages we generally en- 
countered a crowd of loafers around the taverns 
where the horses were changed or rested and 
the weary travelers slaked their burning thirst. 
At one of the towns we found that all the bunt- 
ing in the place was hung out on poles or 
stretched over the street, and they had gone so 
far as to hang up the entire series of Marryatt’s 
signal-code, the property of a whilom mariner 
who had exchanged the quarter-deck for the 
gold-diggings. “Gentlemen, you have done 
me great honor,” said our politician as he 
alighted at the hotel and cleared his throat for 
a speech to the crowd around the steps. 

„And who the dash are you ?”’ said an honest 
miner with a beard like a deck-swab. 

This is the Hon. Mr. Blank,“ said one of the 
party, presenting our friend to the crowd in 
general, and to the gold-digger in particular. 

“The Hon. Mr. Blank may be dashed,” re- 
plied the sturdy fortune- hunter. We hain’t 
got up no show for him. This is the anniversary 
of the independence of California, and that’s 
what all them flags is for. Some of us helped 
hist the bear-flag, and thought we'd have a 
little time. The Hon. Mr. Blank, in a horn!” 

Our politician sought the interior of the tay- 
ern, and drowned his sorrows in the flowing 
bowl,—a glass one holding tangle-foot whis- 
ky. His pride was wounded, and even a pre- 
sentation to the leading citizens did not entirly 
assuage his grief. A similar misunderstanding 
is liable on the part of some of the great men 
who come to Philadelphia in these days. I 
have heard of one who thus sold himself, but 
the joke is kept perfectly close, and I have 
promised not to blow on him. 

THE MASONIC CELEBRATION. 

Great preparations have been made for the 
Masonic celebration on Thursday next. Nearly all 
the hotels have every room engaged, and some 
of them will put people into their billiard- 
rooms and kitchens, and other places that may 
not be occupied at night. The Masonic Lodges are 
putting their rooms in the best possible shape 
and a great many banners have been intec 
for use on this occasion. Lon will have 
the main features of the show by telegraph, 
and therefore I won't write out the programme 
in detail. But 1 predict that, if the weather favors 
us, we shall have a magnificent display, and one 
of which the Mystic Fraternity may well be proud. 
Some of the Philadelphians talk of sarpassing the 
display of a year ago in New York; they may be 
able to do so, but, if they do, they will do some- 
thing remarkable. The misfortune of Philadel- 

hia is, that she has no grand street like Broadway 
or the display, but must make her promenades 
through several streets. For instance, the parade 
of the Knights-Templar on Thursday will begin on 

Broad strect, whence it wi'l move down Chestnut 

street to Fifth, thence to Market street, then to 

Thirteenth street, and then to Arch and Broad 

streets as far as Columbia avenue. Those familiar 

with Philadelphia will see that thereis quite a 

roundabout movement for the procession, and that 

it gets at one time very near the point whence it 


started. If the weather is hot, as it now threatens 
to be, I venture to predict that a gooa pay of the 
veterans unused to long marches will fall by the 
way, or, at all events, will get very 
wear before the long march is over. 
In New York, last year, the day was 


just comfortable, and the display was the greatest 
ever known in the United States. The Philadel- 
yhians must do well to —. 5 it, or even to equal 
t. They have already made good preparations, as 
agreatmany Masonic flags and decorations are 
making their appearance on the houses, and par- 
ticularly upon buildings where the 8 have 
their Lodges. These flags and symbols will give 
the city a very brilliant appearance, and afford a 
cheery welcome to the eyes of the coming guests. 
PETTY SPITE OF A GREAT CITY. 

Philadelphia has nowachance to accuse New 
York of a very petty piece of meanness, and you 
may be sure the papers are not slow to improve the 
chance, Arrangements were made some time ago 
torun trains between Boston and Philadelphia 
without change, and the plan went into operation 
about two weeks ago. he train leaving Boston 
for Philadelphia is stopped at Mott Haven, just 
outside of New York, and the through cars for this 
city are transferred to New Jersey by means of the 
steamboat Maryland, which used to transfer the 
trains between Baltimore and Washington be- 
fore the bridge at llavre de Grace was 
built. From Jersey City the train 
comes to Philadelphia by the North Penn- 
sylvania and Bound Brook Railways, avoiding all 
the delays of New York and battles with its rapa- 
cious hackmen. The route has naturally acquired 
considerable popularity, and has roused the ire of 
New York to an extent hardly to be 8 The 
authorities of that city, instigated no doubt by the 
hopes of obtaining the political friendliness of the 
hackmen and the large number of voters intimate 
with them, have taken legal measures to stop the 
career of the ferry-boat Maryland, on the ground 
that it isa fe plying in waters controlled by the 
State of New York, and, as such, requires a H- 
cense or charter from the Board of Aldermen, 
which it could never get without paying very 
heavily for it. The case has gone into the United 
States Court, and, pendinga decision, the boat is 
allowed to run. There may be a legal basis for the 
action of the New York authorities, but I question 
if there is half or a quarter as much desire for jus- 
tice as for the political support and friendship of 
the thousand-and-one fellows who are cut off 
from a chance of plundering the innocent traveler 
who passes through New York. As the Tammany 
‘*Give the boys a bone to 
keep them good-natured.” 

HUMANITY ON EXHIBITION. 

At the south end of the Main Exhibition Build- 
ing there is a display occupying very little space, 
but nevertheless of great interest. It is the ex- 
hibit of the New York Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals, under the management of 
the widely-known and frequently-derided Henry 
Bergh. here is a case full of clube and heavy 
whips which have been used by men arrested for 
cruelty to their horses or other beasts of burden, 
and some of them are weapons capable of dealing 
the heaviest kind of blows. Cart-stakes, barrel- 
staves, fence-palings, loaded whips, and the like, 
are there; and each bears a label giving the name of 
the man who used it, and the punishment decreed 
to him. There are hoofs which have been torn 
from horses by the street-railway tracks, and there 
are diseased hoofs that have been rendered so by 
the salt which the Companies put on the tracks in 
winter to melt away the snow. Severai things are 
on exhibition showing the efficiency of the Society 
in breaking- up dog-fights, chicken-fights, pigeon- 
matches, and other cruel sports; and some of them 
are positively sickening. A pair of chickens, 
stuffed and preserved with their gaffs on, and all 
torn and bloody, just as they were taken 
from the pit where the fancy were 
looking on at the battle, are in a glass case; and 
near them is the stuffed skin of a bull-dog rescued 
from a Water-street pit where he was fighting with 
another dog. Several illustrations of crueity to 
animals are framed and hung on the walls; they 
are cut from Frank Leslie's ilus(rated Newspaper 
whose proprietor is an officer of the Society, an 
has done very efficient work in its cause. Let me 
remark, by the way, that Mr. Leslie is & member 
of the New York Centennial Commission, and has 
been working very hard for the art-interest of the 
Exhibition. It was through his efforts that his 
State and city were enabled to make the magnifi- 
cent display in the art department, which has at- 
tracted great attention, and received the ise of 
all lovers of paintings who have visited Memorial 
Hall aud its annexes. 

Of course, every one will say that it is only the 
ignorant and uneducated who are cruel. Don't be 
80 fast about your opinions, and reserve your o in- 
ion till you ve seen Mr. Bergh’s collection.

be used to spoil an appetite. 

A party of fourof us, who have been working 
hard ever since the opening of the Exhibition, con- 
cluded to knock off toil this afternoon and make a 
little excursion. Chance and a steamboat took us 
down the river to Gloucester Point, and, on arriv- 
ing there, we were hungry, and made for the near- 
est hotel. We dined there, and dined on planked 
shad; and all through dinner we talked about our 
misspent lives, and how happy the Philadelphians 
ought to be, and how thankful they should show 
themselves toward the man who invented a 

lanked shad. Fame is evanescent; 

s but the flash of a meteor; 
Planked Shad is substantial and perennial. 
We had never eaten it before, and therefore never 
knew the real value of existence. We hope to eat 
it again, and often; and we believe the Exhibition 
a greater success than ever since it caused our 
weatering footsteps to turn where they turned to- 


y. 
You know the shad, or, if you don't know him, 
you know of him. In New York, they fry, or broil, 
or bake him; but here they plank him, and 
they have artists whocan do it, and transfer the 
fish to the wood as well as Landseer used to transfer 
a dog to canvas. Aplank, generally of cedar, 2 
feet long, a foot wide, and 2 inches thick, is taken, 
and with it a shad. he fish—properly split 
through the back and dressed—is laid upon the 
lank, with the outside out, and secured ir place 
yafew nails. Then the whole arrangement is 
laced before the fire, andthe shad is cooked 
the heat. .When he and you are ready, he is 
brought to the table and placed before you. A 
little salt and less pepper, with collaterals of 
stewed corn, green peas, and tomatoes, bread, buat- 
ter, andsuch odd trifles, and your planked shad 
has gone where the woodbine twineth.

WILLARD WOODARD HOLDS SWEET CONVERSE

To the Hditor of The Tribune. 

Cu1caco, May 30.—I desire to call attention to 
the following extract of a letter in your columns of 
this date from our Ex-Member of Congress, the 
Hon. C. B. Farwell:

PERIOLAT AND KIMBERLY. 
THE MOTION TO QUASH. 

Judge Moore attended the Criminal Court yester- 
day morning for the express purpose of hearing the 
motion to quash the indictment against Periolat 
and Kimberly. Soon after the Judge had taken his 
seat, Mr. Trude came in and wished to have the 
motion deferred for a short time, as he had been 
unavle to give the matter much attention. 

State’s-Attorney Reed objected te any delay. It 


was very important that the motion should be die- 
posed of in view of some action which would be 
taken by the Grand Jury to-day. 

Mr. Trude had, therefore. to proceed. His argu- 
ment was briefly that neither the object to be at- 
tained nor the means to be employed by the alleged 
conspirators was a crime, and the indictment did 
not set out any offense, but made a general charge. 
If the surplusage was excluded it would be found that 
no indictable offense was shown. Obtaining money 
from Cook County was of itself no criminal offense ; 
and if fraundulent and falee means were employed 
to get it the specific acts should be stated, and 
the word cheat used in connection with ‘* false 
pretenses. A large number of authorities were 
quoted in support of this position. Another point 
was that it was ee M to conspire to 
obtain money from the County of Cook by false 
pretenses. n indictment alleging that a corpora- 
tion was seda could not be, 
been, found in any of the books. It was 
to commit a larceny ona c ration, but where 
false tenses were employed there must be a de- 
ceived and a deceiving mind. False pretences 
were d as means by which an ordinary 
mind could be deceived, and if the pretenses were 

lain and — ym to everybody then there was no 

ru ud. County possessed no mind, and, 
being a corporation, was utterly — ay of being 
influenced or deceived. It would be just as 
absurd to say that

that she could suffer from false pretenses. These

HYDE PARK. 

The Board of Trustees of Hyde Park met yestcr- 
terday afternoon, Mr. Powell absent. 

The Committee of the Whole, to whom the re- 
port of the Village Treasurer had been referred,

Mr. Bogue in- 
troduced an ordinance amendatory to a previous 
ordinance ‘‘concerning vill otficers and em- 
ployes and their compensation. The amend- 
ments provided for paying the Superintendent of 
Public Works $125 per month, and requiring him to 
perform such additional duties as he might be 
called upon to attend to by the Water Commis- 
sioner, atasalary of $25 r month while so em- 
ployed. Sec. 2 provided for ten policemen ata 
salary of $75 per month each. 

Mr. Taylor was not in favorof shutting off the 
ben and largely reducing the police force, as he 

lieved that the vill needed the protection of 
the police and the light from the street-lamps. 
Mr. Bogue insisted that they were both extrava- 

nt and unnecessary luxuries, and that they ought 

be cut down. Mr. Schlund was desirous of dis- 
charging the whole force, but he did not think any 
one or two men ong te = dictate the organiza- 
tion of the whole v nage. e discussion promised 
to grow exciting, but Mr. Bogue, finding it impoesi- 
ble to carry his whole ordinance, was satisfied with 
the adoption of the first amendment, the second 
being laid on the table.
